BOSTON’S

The real estate agents aren’t 
entirely happy about it, the 
banks aren’t overjoyed, some of 
the neighbors are less than 
pleased. But it’s happening any- 
way — those commodious, turn- 
of-the-century houses that line 
the streets of Cambridge are be- 
coming homes, meeting houses 
and temples for Buddhists, yoga 
groups, Arica practitioners, gu- 
rus and devotees of all sorts. 

The houses occupied by the in- 
filtrating religious cults usually 
can’t be identified from the out- 
side. The big yellow Victorian on 
a hilly street in North Cam- 
bridge, for example, looks like a 
house where a professor, a paint- 
er and their five children might 
live. And that’s just what it was, 
until the children grew up and 
moved out and people of various 
Eastern persuasions moved in. 
Now there are eight new resi- 
dents at the house, including 
Hindus, Sufis, Tibetan and 
Southern Buddhists and Quak- 
er-Christians. Every Tuesday 
evening three or a dozen friends 
come by for meditations. 

The exterior of the house on 
GrayGardens East is similarly 
indistinguishable from the large, 
comfortable-looking homes 
around it. But it is the current 
home of the Cambridge Zen Cen- 
ter, a temple as well as the resi- 
dence of four Zen students. One 
large room has been outfitted 
with a temple bell, cushions and 
an aliar. 

The movement of spiritual 
groups and communes into the 
residential neighborhoods of 
Cambridge seems a happy solu- 
tion to mutual problems. The 
groups need room for their mem- 
bers to live and practice togeth- 
er, and the city abounds with 
rambling old houses now too 
large for the shrinking nuclear 
family. 

But the fact is, groups of any 
kind find it difficult to buy or 
rent suitable housing in Cam- 
bridge. Real estate agents say 
they get frequent inquiries from 
groups but that matching them 
up with properties of approp- 
riate size, price and zoning is a 
problem. For every cult that has 
found a home, several more are 
always looking. 

Hurdle one is the negative at- 
titude of some property owners 
(particularly in the Ritzier sec- 
tions) and some Realtors. The 
lingering weird-hippie-drug-cult 
stereotypes can still make people 
nervous. Group members say 
most Realtors are cooperative — 
they know it won’t be easy to 
find buyers for 15-room mini- 
mansions. But one broker at 
Hunneman and Company, Inc., 
Realtor admitted, “I would try to 
discourage it in these neighbor- 
hoods. A year ago a group want- 
ed to buy a large house west of 
Harvard Square. I told them, 
‘My living depends on getting 
house listings in neighborhoods 
such as this, and I don’t want the 
people there to be displeased 
with me because I’ve sold to 
you.’ ” 

Hurdle two is financing. 
Banks don’t like to give mort- 
gages to groups, and unless one 
or two individuals are wealthy 
and courageous enough to sign 
the mortgage themselves, the 
group will probably be turned 
down 


- “Banks are very leery,” com- 
ments landlord Richard Far- 
rington, who helped a yoga group 
find financing for a house he 
owned on Linnaean Street. 
‘They don’t really consider it a 








sound mortgage. Banks are ex- 
tremely cautious anyway. 
They’re looking for a sure thing. 
From their point of view an ex- 
tended family is a bad bet, and 
sometimes they’re right.” 

Farrington has had generally 
good experiences with religious 
groups to which he’s rented. The 
only real exception was a Christ- 
ian cult from Pennsylvania 
whose instructions came di- 
rectly from God. God had di- 
rected them to move to Cam- 
bridge, where they rented a 
house and started a small school. 
All went well until God sud- 
denly ordered them back to 
Pennsylvania, leaving Farring- 
ton with a large empty house for 
most of the winter. “I certainly 
couldn’t invoke a higher author- 
ity,” he notes philosophically, 
“but it hurt to have them leave 
like that.” 

Hurdle three is the law. In 
Cambridge, it is illegal for more 
than four unrelated adults to oc- 
cupy a house in a neighborhood 
zoned for single-family dwell- 
ings. Groups who want to use 
their buildings for meeting halls, 
missions or small businesses may 
also run afoul of zoning laws. Ob- 
viously hundreds of houses 
across the city violate these laws 
and nobody seems to pay much 
attention, but the law is there 
and it can be used to harass 
groups into leaving neighbor- 
hoods that don’t want them. 
Which leads to the final 
hurdle .... 

Neighbors. Their reaction to 
religious communities varies 
from friendly acceptance to in- 
difference to hostility. Some- 
times there are tangible reasons 
for ill feeling, like parking prob-

lems or the early morning chant- 
ing of the Zen Buddhists, some- 
times not. Acceptance seems to 
depend on luck more than the 
potentially annoying habits of 
the group. It’s a question of re- 
ceptivity on the part of the 
people who happen to be living 
on the street when the spiritual 
commune arrives. 

Despite all the financial, so- 
cial and legal impediments, the 
believers are moving in. That 
clapboard manor down the street 
may be an ashram or a medita- 
tion center, like one of these. 


Cambridge Zen Center had its 
first home in a house on Fayer- 
weather Street. The Group’s 
residence there lasted exactly 
one summer. 

“The neighbors didn’t like 
people coming for lectures on 
Thursday nights and a lot of 
people living in the house,” ex- 
plains Becky Bernen, with un- 
derstanding. ‘They could hear 
our chanting sometimes when 
there were a lot of people.” 

So a year and a half ago, the 
Zen Center moved to its present 
quarters near Radcliffe on Gray- 
Gardens East, where it encoun- 
tered exactly the same problem. 
The housing inspector has been 
by several times; so have the po- 
lice. In February, a coalition of 
neighbors finally took the Cen- 
ter into Third District Court on 
charges of zoning violations. The 
case was dropped, and the Cen- 
ter now houses only four people, 
which is legal. 

The residents say they are try- 
ing not to upset the families on 
GrayGardens East. For the sake 
of quiet, they keep the doors 
closed during morning medita-

tion, which begins at 5:30 and 
switches to chanting at about 7 
a.m. They strike the moktak, a 
hollow wooden instrument that 
accompanies the chanting, more 
softly. They ask followers who 
come for dharma talks on Thurs- 
days to park around the corner, 
so they won’t block neighbors’ 
driveways. They’ve managed, 
says Zen Center resident Steve 
Kaiser, to make a few friends. In 
fact, three GrayGardens dwell- 
ers have come to the Center for 
Zen instruction. But with many 
of the families, the antagonism: 
remains. There has been, in 
Kaiser’s words, “‘a lot of mishe- 
gas.” 

So when their lease expires in 
September, the Zen people plan 
to move again. They’ve been 
looking for months, and Becky 
Bernen confidently believes that 
their teacher, a Korean Zen mas- 
ter named Seung Sahn, will help 
locate a benefactor to sign a 
mortgage on a house. 

“We need enough space not to 
disturb the neighbors,” says 
Kaiser. “Or else we’ve got to be 
in a neighborhood where people 
really dig chanting at seven in 
the morning.” In Cambridge, he 
notes, that’s not entirely out of 
the question. 

Until then, the house on Gray- 
Gardens East is home to a stu- 
dent, a mechanic, a chemical 
worker and a former Brandeis 
professor recently returned from 
a monastic retreat in Korea. 
Members participate in morn- 
ing and evening sittings and 
share housekeeping chores. Each 
chips in $180 per month to cover 
expenses, including food. They 
avoid alcohol, tobacco and psy- 
chedelics because the house is 
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also a temple. As many as 30 
people often come for the Thurs- 
day evening talks and for yong 
maeng jon jin, a three-day train- 
ing period that the group offers 
each month. 


In the kitchen of the big yel- 
low house, Mary, the painter, is 
straining Red Zinger into pot- 
tery mugs. A mantra for prepar- 
ing food is posted above the Cal- 
oric gas range; among the post- 
ers on the bulletin board is a 
large picture of Karmu, the 
Green Street guru, a healer of 
people and automobiles. 

Mary asks that her name and 
exact address not be printed. For 
one thing, although the neigh- 
bors generally have been toler- 
ant, she realizes it’s probably not 
legal for eight adults to be shar- 
ing the house. For another, she 
doesn’t want to be inundated 
with phone calls from people 
who want to join the household. 
“People are hungry for this sort 
of thing,”’ she realizes, “but we 
have enough traffic as it is.” 

Yet she welcomes the chance 
to talk about the household, for 
she thinks other homeowners 
should consider this “more or- 
ganic kind of living struc- 
ture.... We like to share our 
experience with people,’’ she ex- 
plains. “It solves a lot of prob- 
lems. People need places to live, 
and running this household 
would be quite impossible with- 
out them.” 

Mary and her husband, a pro- 
fessor, have owned the house for 
20 years and raised five children 
there. As the rooms began to 
empty they took in students, 


6 then non-students. The current 
B occupants include a nurse, a car- 
= penter, a graphics designer and 
= whatever friends and teachers 


may be passing through town, all 
sharing an interest in various 
religious practices. 

Along with the Karmu photo 
and snapshots of past residents, 
a floorwashing schedule is 
thumbtacked to the bulletin 
board. Household members ro- 
tate chores and contribute to- 
wards the monthly household ex- 
penses. Everyone tries to be at 
home for the evening meal and 
on Tuesdays for meditation. A 
few manage to get up early 
enough to meditate together in 
the morning. 

Mary says with pleasure that 
people at her Friends Meeting 
have begun to ask about open- 
ing up their homes. “What I 
would like to make a plug for,” 
she says, “is that there are a lot 
of families like us whose child- 
ren have grown up and gone 
away. And what shall they do? 
Sell the house? Find a little 
apartment? It just increases all 
that isolation America is suffer- 
ing from. If you open up and con- 
tinue that family sort of feeling it 
helps so much.” 


Little has been heard from the 
Arica Institute this year: found- 
er Oscar Ichazo has been revis- 
ing his yantras and meditations 
and developing new training 
materials at his New York head- 
quarters. The Arica basic 40-day 
training course had been sus- 
pended, and the Cambridge spir- 
itual grapevine had it that Arica 
had disbanded. 

Not so — eight adults and 
three children are living in a tur- 
reted Victorian house on Irving 
Street, in a block where stu- 
dents, groups and dorms are so 
prevalent that nobody has paid 
much attention to them. They:

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RUMMAGING THROUGH HARVARD'S ATTIC 


If you're nice, they might let you pat the beetle

First of all, what is commonly 
known as the Peabody Museum 
is actually one-fifth of a com- 
plex correctly named the Har- 
vard University Museum. The 
Peabody is the museum of arch- 
aeology and anthropology. The 
others are the Museum of Cam- 
parative Zoology (skeletons, fos- 
sils and stuffed animals), the Bo- 
tanical Museum (known for its 
glass flowers with a display of at 
least two ounces of Peruvian co- 
caine, wickedly impregnated with 
poison to discourage dope 
fiends), the Mineralogical Mu- 
seum (lots of rocks) and the Geo- 
logical Museum (more rocks and 
a model of turn-of-the-century 
Boston). The Harvard Univer- 
sity Museum on Oxford Street is 
a musty, fusty, idiosyncratic and 
entirely lovable red brick estab- 
lishment that has changed very 
little, in form and spirit, since its 
inception in 1859. 

Secondly, when my editor told 
me to get the low-down on the 
Museum’s new acquisitions, and 
I rushed over forthwith to get 
said low-down, we were both op- 
erating in ignorance of the Mu- 
seum’s nature and character. 
The Museum was established 
primarily as a research and 
teaching facility. Of the Mu- 
seum’s five labyrinthine floors, 
only one-and-a-half are allotted 
to public exhibitions. 

When the Museum obtains a 
new object or specimen (through 
donation or self-initiated dis- 
covery) it is first studied, us- 
ually for years, before it goes 
public, if it ever does. Further- 
more, the very comprehensive- 
ness of the Museum’s collection 
works against a rapid turnover in 


exhibits. The Mineralogical Mu- 
seum’s display of rocks and min- 
erals, for example, has not 
changed a whit for over 40 years. 
They have, it seems, all the 
samples they could possibly 
want. The staff of the Mineral- 
ogical Museum consists of one 
person who occasionally dusts off 
the quartz crystals. Similarly, 
the Geological Museum has not 
changed in over two genera- 
tions. 

The ornithology department of 
the Museum of Comparative 
Zoology boasts a collection of 
300,000 stuffed birds. It is the 
largest collection of birds in the 
world. When I asked Professor 
Paynter, the boss bird, as it 
were, if there were any birds that 
he didn’t have, he scoffed. But, 
like a true collector, he was not 
at all adverse to amassing 
doubles and triples of existing 
specimens. 

“Birds are hard to come by 
these days,” he mourned. It 
seems that people are loathe to 
shoot their feathered friends to- 
day, and anyway the govern- 
ment protects the rarer species. 
This, carnivorous aspect of 
ornithology had not occurred to 
me, but it was brought home 
forcefully when I saw Alexander 
Wilson’s long-bore rifle in a glass 
case outside Professor Paynter’s 
office. (Alexander Wilson is re- 
membered as the Father of Orni- 
thology. At least that’s what the 
bronze plaque underneath his 
rifle said.) 

This is all by way of an 
apology. But, although the Mu- 
seum’s mills, like God’s, grind 
exceedingly slow, they do grind. 
What follows is a run-down of 
the Museum’s recent, if not new, 


acquisitions. 

Most of the action in Zoology 
is, ironically enough, in fossils. 
They stopped stuffing animals 
back in the 30s when the Mu- 
seum’s taxidermist either left, or 
died (no one is sure which) from 
the arsenic used by taxidermists 
to coat the insides of the an- 
imals. They did that to kill any 
insects that might have invaded 
the animal. In July, 1974 the 
Museum put on display Stu- 
pendemys geographicus, the lar- 
gest turtle, living or extinct, ever 
reported or discovered. Stu- 
»vendemys’s shell is seven feet 

ong by six feet wide. It’s six mil- 
on years old, but it doesn’t look 

If that. 

\nother recently acquired fos- 
si 3 Eryops megacephalus cope, 
an early amphibian which, for 
dinosaur freaks, resembles a 
Dimetrodon without the sail. In 
a case next to Eryops is a croco- 
dile’s skull over five feet long. 
That skull size would mean that 
the living croc would have meas- 
ured about 73 feet. 

Although the MCZ’s Baleen 
whale skeleton has been hang- 
ing from the ceiling since 1888, 
he is, in a way, new. When the 
Museum got the bones in a box, 
nobody really knew what the 
skeleton was supposed to look 
like. They assembled the whale 
as best they could, and the best 
they could do was to put it to- 
gether backwards. The bristles 
the whale used to strain the sea 
water for brit and algae were re- 
versed. The poor thing’s stern- 
um was positioned inaccurately, 
too. The MCZ staff knew about 
the errors for decades but. .. . 
Only this year was it put right. 

The MCZ’s collection of in- 


sects numbers six or seven mil- 
lion. Insect department em- 
ployee Jan Scott graciously al- 
lowed me to stroke a goliath 
beetle (Goliathus giganteus), 
about four inches long. The 
monster was an evil, opalescent 
green and felt velvety to the 
touch, a trick of the beetle’s chit- 
inous exo-skeleton. “Isn’t that 
nifty?” Scott asked. 

The MCZ’s most recent exhi- 
bition is a lovely display of sci- 
entific drawings. Carol Camp- 
bell, the Museum’s curator, 
showed me through it. The dis- 
play documents the develop- 
ment of scientific illustrations 
(so crucial to naturalist studies) 
from the relatively crude wood- 
cuts of the 17th century (crude 
only by comparison with pho- 
tography — they are marvels of 
detail), through the copper plate 
engravings of the 18th century, 
up to the development of litho- 
graphic methods in the 19th cen- 
tury. Paul Roetter’s drawings of 
shrimps, crabs and lobsters, 
done for the Museum in the 
1860s, are especially fine. The 
drawings will be on display 
through June 20th. 

The Peabody Museum has a 
new exhibit of Balinese art and 
artifacts. A large, psychedelic 
(you remember) painting in the 
Tibetan style dominates the dis- 
play. The painting tells a fairly 
complex tale in organic pig- 
ments of reds and blues. To wit: 
“Boma, son of Vishnu, is born 
with demonic form and disposi- 
tion, causing his father to re- 
nounce him. Brahma claims Bo- 
ma as his own son and gives him 
a flower which makes him in- 
vulnerable. Thus strengthened, 
Boma wages war against Indra. 


Indra is powerless against Boma 
and faces defeat before being res- 
cued by Krishna, the eighth in- 
carnation of Vishnu.” I won’t tell 
you what happens, but the 
“great bird Garuda” gets in- 
volved. And every detail of this 
story is in the painting. 

The Peabody is also dis- 
playing, for the very first time in 
New England, a Benin tusk, 
given to JFK by the Prime Min- 
ister of Nigeria. A Benin tusk 
comes from an elephant and is 
about five feet, four inches tall, 
and is intricately carved. 

The Peabody is the only mu- 
seum in the world to possess not 
one, but two mummified mer- 
maids, one from the Fiji Islands 
and one from Japan. They were 
discovered by P. T. Barnum and 
are singularly gruesome. 

The Harvard University 
Museum is slowly, inelectably 
changing. Gabriel Dunden, the 
MCZ’s public relations director, 
stressed the fact that the Mu- 
seum is becoming a “resource 
center for the area.”” The Mu- 
seum is instituting a guide pro- 
gram for visiting school children 
to make their excursion to the 
Museum a more educational ex- 
perience. 

The Museum is also expand- 
ing the classroom area available 
for high school science pro- 
grams. Working with the mag- 
net school program the Mu- 
seum plans to offer courses in 
General Zoology, Anthropology 
and Ecology. Although these 
programs are state funded, the 
Museum’s financial situation is, 
as usual, precarious. A bill to 
charge admission to the now 
beautifully free Museum is now 
before the legislature.

continue to observe the Temple 
Ceremony, when the Divine Pre- 
sence becomes manifest through 
deep meditation, for the first 
week of each month. And they’ve 
been quietly plugging away at 
their “work” (specific exercises 
to awaken consciousness) and 
waiting to go public again this 
summer when Arica activity will 
revive. They plan to open an Ari- 
ca center and gallery by the fall, 
and the 40-day courses (always 
expensive but now up to $950) 
will begin again. 

The “work,” explains Thom- 
as Kalson, 27, originates with 
Ichazo. It has “wedded reason 
and mysticism together in a sci- 
entific way” and “‘mapped the 
entire human psyche.” It draws 
from a number of philosophies 
_and traditions — Sufi exercises, 
yogic breathing, Mongolian deep 
self-massage, Egyptian pyra- 
mids and dances, and a lot of 
music — and it aims at no less 
than enlightenment for the 
whole planet, a “global cul- 
ture,’’ Kalson says. 

On a more mundane level, 
however, the Arica grup had 
trouble finding and keeping a 
home. They had to leave a big 
house on Linnaean Street when 
landlord Farrington found a buy- 
er for it. The Irving Street house 
is too expensive at $1100 a 
month and too small. They 
found a bigger and cheaper 
house near Brattle Square, but 
the owner wouldn’t rent to 
groups; they’ve thought of buy- 
ing a place, but they can’t raise 
enough cash. With their lease up 
in June, the search continues. 


The buyers and current resi- 
dents of the 17-room brown-shin- 
gled house on Linnaean Street 
where the Arica people had lived 
are'a husband and wife — both 
law students — and 13 other 
members of a yoga group. They 
are unusual because they own 
the house they live and practice 
in — even more unusual be- 
cause they paid $145,000 for it. 

Barbara says the group had 

several things in its favor: it had 
a cohesive history, it had owned 
a big home in Melrose before 
moving to Cambridge, and she 
had come into a sizable inheri- 
tance and decided to sink it all 
into a house. “This is it,” she 
says, looking around at the tiled 
fireplace and wainscoted walls. 
“This is my inheritance.” 
. Also in her favor was the 
house’s existing lodging license, 
which means that the place is 
technically a boarding house. By 
passing periodic inspections and 
having the license renewed an- 
nually, Barbara can legally 
board more than a dozen yoga 
disciples. 

But despite their solvency and 
credentials as property owners, 
Barbara and her husband had 
trouble finding financing. “We 
called just about every bank in 
Boston and Cambridge,” she 
says. “This is a bad economy for 
anyone to get a mortgage, and 
banks thought we were a risk be- 
cause we were both students. We 
finally did get one, through the 
help of Mr. Farrington. But we 
had planned to pass papers in 
November and it took us until 
February. It was a pretty hard 
struggle.” 

The yoga group has had little 
contact with its neighbors so far, 
partly because the adjacent 
apartment houses create a kind 
ef anonymity. Besides, this 
house has had an adventurous 
recent history. Before it was sold, 
Richard Farrington had rented it 
to a Japanese philosopher whose 
numerous students helped him 
market an extensive line of nat- 
ural foods, then rented it to a 
group of Walpole and Concord 
prisoners who established a half- 
way house there. After that,

THIS IS THE PLACE THAT EVERYONE’S TALKING ABOUT! 








At the Newtowne Grid 


By Robert Nadeau 


Where does a restaurant reviewer eat when 
he’s not working? I eat at Ben and Socrates’ 
Newtowne Grill and Steakhouse (1945 
Mass. Ave., Cambridge, at Porter Square). 

Ideally, the reviewer should cat at home, 
deepening kitchen knowledge and saving 
pennies. Alas, the flesh is weak and given 
over to unseemly lusts, i.e., the kid gets 
hungry and lazily trundles out and stuffs 
himself. 

As a compromise, the reviewer's off-duty 
restaurant ought to embody certain stan- 
dards to reinforce the reviewer's sense of 
what is right and what is wrong. My own 
morality requires good ingredients and cor- 
rect preparation. Personally, I favor modest 
prices and a very informal atmosphere, but 
1 would not impose this upon others. | will 
not, however, bow to the situation ethics 
popular in Cambridge. There are some peo- 
ple who will eat anything so long as it is 
made with love. There are some people who 
are more concerned with exotic com- 
binations of ingredients than whether the 
relationship is a sound and lasting one. 

Let the romantics and sensualists cat 
where they will. I will be at my usual booth 
at the Newtowne Grill. Stage right is a 
typical Mass. Ave. bar, and stage left is a 
highly-regarded pizza and sub takeout, but 
I have zeroed in on the dining room in the 
middle, with its informal booths and fan- 
tastic food. 

The meal begins with bread that is simply 
transcendental. It is toasted crisp on the 
outside while the inside remains fresh, 








glutinous, and steaming. It tears in the 
hands poignantly, and drinks up butter. It 
is always served hot. If you eat both ten- 
inch loaves, they will bring you more, and 
another dish of butter. 

I don’t believe this bread is made on the 
premises, but it must be quite wholesome. | 
have tried to steal some, and found that it 
goes all stiff and stale by the time I get it 
home. 


Minestrone will help you eap 


some more bread. It is strong on legumes | 


and cabbage like any good winter soup. 
(The traditional fall minestrone is based on 
basil and Roman beans.) Antipasto 

is uniformly crisp and excellent, touched up 
with unseasonably tasty tomatoes and 
black olives. 

The particular genius of the kitchen is in 
the physics of cooking itself. These men are 
masters of the oven, skillet and saucepan. 
The bread, for example, is not so much a 
unique loaf, as a triumph of calculated use 
of the pizza oven. 

Neither is Chicken alla Parmigiana 

based on bizarre materials. A 
chicken, rolled in breadcrumbs and cheese, 
fried a little and baked in tomato sauce, is 
all it is. But at the Newtowne Grill, the 
chicken can be cut with a fork. It was one of 
perhaps five correctly cooked chickens I've 
ever eaten in a restaurant. Bravo! 

Veal saute Marsala reflects the 
wise choice of a Yhoderate quantity of fine 
veal over a large plateful of substandard 
veal. The latter runs to the tasty but chewy, 
then retreats to the tender but bland. Here 
it can be cut with a fork, and tasted in the 
aroma alone. 

The sauce, a heavy, sweet Marsala wine 
with minced onions and ham, shows off 


another strength of the kitchen: these men 
are trained chefs with an understanding of 
balance in sauces. An amazing amount of 
food is ruined in Cambridge under the 
theory that a list of ingredients will become 
a dish without further thought. This sauce 
is Not too sweet, not too pungent, and not 
too salty. Instead, these disparate elements 
of flavor are handled with an almost 
Chinese sensibility. 
Chicken Cacciatore. en bianco 
n bianco means a heartier presenta- 
tion with whole stewed vegetables) shows 
this same balance in a sauce of red wine and 
herbs. Again bravo! 

Ravioli and Sausage is the sort of 
dish that people usually order out of indeci- 
sion and chefs assemble with contempt. But 
here it is a genuine creation, with sausage 
flavoring the sauce and commenting on the 
cheese ravioli. The sausage (two fat ones) is 
cooked to a greaseless crisp, and the raviolis 
(big fresh ones) are gentled to maturity. 

1 do not eat pizza, but | did slip stage left 
for a “Benny's Special” sub 
It’s a breaded fish fillet with tomato sauce, 
and makes a lighter and sweeter sandwich 
than the conventional veal cutlet sub. My 
interest, however, was primarily analytical: 
were these guys as good with a fry basket as 
they are with an oven, a skillet, a kettle, and 


. @ saucepan? 


The answer is that they are. The batter is 
light and delicious, the fish cooked just 
right, and the sauce light, and toward the 
marinara side, i.e. lively. 

Benny and Socrates have not laid on 
anything too surprising in the way of 
dessert, but no one will criticize such 
masters for a minor oversipht. Their coffee 
is very good and rather stimulating. And 





such distinguished guests.” He remembers 
especially “‘an immense amount of 
homemade bread.” Only later in life, as a 
literature professor in Seattle, did Pellegrini 
realize: “Those men were true gourmets; 
they came to the country for what they had 
missed in the city.” 

While the Newtowne Grill is in no sense 
serving up = food, its brilliant 
preparation of moderately priced meals sets 
a standard we shall pursue through the 
restaurants of Greater Boston. = 
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Yes, Newtowne is as good as its reputation

NEWTOWNE GRILL, 1945 
Mass. Avenue, Cambridge. 

In the late 1950's, there was 
a restaurant off Central 
Square in Cambridge called 
the Edelweiss which devel- 
oped a lingering legend. des- 
pite its name. for Italian food. 
The reason for the legend was 
Benny Musto, who left in 1959 
to set up the Newtowne Grill 
with a partner. 

The Edelweiss lingered on 
but it was never the same. The 
Newtowne Grill was not the 
same—it was better. It was 
also in North Cambridge, near 
Somerville, and about ten 
years of Harvard expansion 


away from discovery by low- 
budget gourmets. 

So the Newtowne Grill has a 
bar, a typically tacky Mass. 
Ave. bar. It has a pizza joint, a 
takeout with loud lights and 
great subs. 

There is a!so a dining room 
where sumptuous delights 
await. but I was not plan- 
ning to reveal this fact be- 
cause I live around the corner 
and I don’t want any waiting 
lines. I want readers to eat 
well, but I come first. That's 
why I never reviewed the 
Cleveland Circle Aegean Fare 
until I moved out of the neigb- 
berhood. 

I feel safe in discussing the 
Newtowne Grill because oth- 
ers have written it up well 
(Benny's competitors insist 
that he paid for the rave re- 
view in one weekly), and little 
damage has been done. 

Reviews have concentrated 
on Benny's Italian dishes, per- 
fectly spiced and better 
cooked. His minestrone 
iS warming in the winter, in- 
vigorating in the spring, and I 
will report later what it does 


This Chicken Cacciatore 
comes in a fragrant wine 
sauce, retaining every bit of 
poultry sweetness despite 
being cooked to absolute ten- 
derness. This is chicken that 
melts in your mouth. 

Benny also manufactures 
about the only edible side dish 
of spaghetti in the business. 
His are restrained but well-ex- 
ecuted, and the bread at tife 
Newtowne is hot and fresh be- 
yond belief . 

What the other reviewers 
have missed at the Newtowne 
is the seafood. Benny is se- 
cretly one of Boston's great 
fryers. I do not mean that his 
head is tonsured, or that he 
roasts Don Rickles at loud 
parties. I mean that he can 
take an innocent piece of fresh 
fish and make it light up. It's 
not just a question of tossing it 
in the fry basket and timing it 
right. It is a series of ques- 
tions: spiced crumb mixtures, 
batter, timing different fish 
and different sized pieces, get- 
ting it out fast while it’s still 
hot. Benny is the master of all 
this, while three to five people 


We tested his art on the scal- 

lops, a generous pile. 
The frying was as perfect as 
on the haddock or the shrimps, 
despite the differences in 
make-up and shape. And the 
scallops were tastier (spices? 
sources?) than any I've had in 
years. With scallops my com- 
panion had zucchini, a nice 
little side dish not nearly as 
overcooked as usual, and odd- 
ly spiced. 

Benny has the most rational 
wine list I've ever encoun- 
tered. Who else would know 
that a certain S.S. Pierce Ital- 
ian wine is perfect with scal- 
lops and chicken cacciatore? 
Coffee is fine, sugar is still 
served, and the atmosphere is 
booths and tablecloths.
